HE heat haze 
rippling across the 
Arizona desert in 
summer seems lo 
lap Vike oa sen against 
jagged  cliffa which rise 
sheer from the desert floor 
40 miles eust of the town 
of Phoenix. 


Those cliffs are the  van- 
guard of the gaunt 
Superstitulion Mountains, 
Canyons criss-cross the in- 
terior in hopeless confusion 
beneath a peak — called 
Weaver's Needle.. 


And somewhere, within a 
radius of two and a ‘half 
miles from the peak, are 
buried more riches: than a 
mart could: hope to 8 ip’ 
his lifetime. Somewhere 
there is the Lost Dutchman 
Mine — a mine whose 
treasures need no back- 
breaking panning, whose 
gold can be separated with 
the fingers from the soft 
voleanle earth. 


Scores of men have died 
in that gold. Some were 
wiped vut by Indians whose 
very name means “enemy” 
—the Apaches. Others were 
shot because they found the 
mine and talked. And two 
in modern times, the last 
in 1947, were found = mur- 
dered—and beheaded. 


* 


But knowledge of — the 
exact location of the mine 
has died with those few 
who knew it. Even today 
groups of Americans spend 
holidays searching for the 
Lost Dutchman. 


There can be no doubt 
that the Dutchman exists. 


And tt happened on the very 
next visit to the mine—seme 
time in 1864, Some Mexican 
peons molested Indian women, 
The battle began. 

The Apaches—on their home 
fround —atlacked and fors three 
days barrivd the Mexicand fnom 
one end of the Superstition 
Mountains to the other, Pinully 
Don Engjica fell somewhere it 
the' canyong—nn Apache arrow 
thrpugh “hl# neck.

Up to new the netlon hart 
been contined to the wildnerness 
ef the Superstition Mountains, 
and the trall to Mexico, At this 
polnt, however, two German 
immigrants onter the story 
Jacob Weiser and Jacob Waltz. 
From Jacob Wallz the mine was 
to receive ita name, although he 
was, in fact, German and not 
Dutch, 


The two men saved the Ife 
of the son ef Don Enrico in a 
brawl in Mexico after the 
American Civil War (in which 
they had served). With = the 
son, Don Miguel, they went to 
the mine and brought away 
“about sixty thousand — dollars’ 
worth of gold.” On thelr return 
to Mexico Don Miguel asked the 
two ex-soldiers to give him their 
share in return for the deeds of 
the mine. He had no wish to 
return again and run the gaunt- 
let of the narrows that had slain 
hia father. 

So the mine became the pro- 
perty of Waltz and Weiser, The 
returned to the mine, worked {t 
and ran out of provisions. Waltz 
went to xet more. While be 
was away the Apaches attacked 
Welser. 


The first clue comes in the . 


year 1748, 

Then, as a reward for 
services rendered to the 
Spanish crown, Ferdinand 
IV of Spain bestowed a 
grant of jland to a Don 
Miguel Peralta. The amount 
of land given was astourid- 
ing—about 3,760 square 
miles, the middle of which 
§s now the State of Arizona. 

The descendants of this family 
either discovered the gold mine 
themacives or hed ft pointed out 
to them by-the Apaches—then 
friendly, unsophisticated = and 
with no {dea of the trouble the 
arrival of the white men 
heralded for them. :

They were 
murderdd—not by Indians—for 
the money they obtained for the 
first load of ore they brought 
into the town of Pinal. And 
they were murdered on the way 
back to the mine.

Then the Apaches found what 
they thought was a way of 
stopping tbe “trespassers.” In 
later years an old Apache told 
Inia tle. Working ali one 
winter the Apache squawe— 
supervised by the bucks—filled 
in and completely covered the 
mine. They packed down carth

camouflaged the surface. The 
mine scar blended with the rest 
of the wiki mountains. 

In the years that followed the 
Apaches were hunted down and 
driven out of the Superstitions. 
They were no longer a danger 
te prospectora and fortune 
seekers But no one found the 
mine That Is until 1931. 

In May 193), Adolph Ruth 
arrived In the Superstitions 
country. He was believed to 
have an old Mexican mdp show- 
Ing the location of the mince. 

Although lame and no longer 
young—he had a silver plate In 
his leg as a result of an accident 
--Adulph Ruth would not be 
dissunded from going into the 
Superstitions, despite the fact 
that they were almost waterless 
in that senson,

‘Two prospectors took him Into 
the muze of canyons on June 14. 
The day afterwards they re- 
turned and said that they had 
left him cneamped at a water 
hole In West Boulder Canyon.

The United Nations Military Armistice Com- 
mission. announced tonight that the Commission 
has informed the Neutral Nations Supervisory 
Commission that the Communists were “removing 
and hiding” the MIG jet fighters ftom six airfields 
in North Korea where United Nations Command 
charged that Communists stationed swept-wing 
Russian-made jets in violations of the armistice 


agreement. 


The Military Armistice Commission told the 
neutral truce body that allied radar coverage and 
air patrol have discovered that Communists were 
hiding and removing MIG fighters from North 
Korean airfields since the Neutral Nations Super- 
visory Commission decided on February 26 to send 
three mobile teams to North Korea.
